CARBONIZED BODIES 


BROUGHT TO SURFACE 


Only Half the Bodies Recovered Iden- 


tified -Volunteers Perform Heroic 


Work—Fanatic Crowds at 


the Mine Shafts. 


PARIS, March 12.—All rescue 
work 


has been suspended at the Courriercs 
pits, where over a thousand miners lost 
their lives on Saturday owing to the dan- 
ger of gases and the emanations from 
decomposing bodies. The engineers fear 
another explosion and therefore they or- 
dered up the relief gangs at U o'olock 
th'in morning. The 
engineers 
will at- 


tempt to ventilate the chambers before 
attempting further rescues. 
If the re- 


milts arc satisfactory work will be re- 
sumed tonight, but it is probable that 
no further efforts 
will be made until 


Wednesday, as Tuesday will bo devoted 
to funerals.

IDENTIFIED THEIR DEAD. 


A serious disorder was threatened to- 


day owing to the persistence of parents 
who wanted to see the dend in hope of 
identifying them.

GREATEST IN WORLD'S HISTORY. 


PARIS. March 12.—The worst fears as 


to the enormity of the mine disaster in 
the Couvriei-e> district of the Pns-de-Cti- 
lais Saturday morning have been realiz- 
ed. The ortith list numbers 1,100 and the 
whole of the region stands appalled »t 
the terrible tragedy, which has brought 
sorrow to 6,000 fathers, mothers, wives 


. and children.

occurred in 1SS.'). when 203 persons were 
killed and 80 injured; but that and all 
others sink

before 


Courrieres. 


The vnst mortuary camp is under mil- 


itary guard. 400 ^oldi'ers having arrived 
there to ai.-ist in holding in check the 
crowds uf distracted mourners. For a 
lime hope had been held out to the peo- 
ple that tappings on pipes by imprisoned 
men hivd been heard, but gradually that 
hope vanished and the people demanded 
odmission to see the bodies, even threat- 
ening to break through the cordon of 
troops, who had the greatest difficulty 
in keeping the crowds from the pit. 


RESCUE PARTY CUT OFF! 


One man named Sylve.itre succeeded in 


entering the mine, Hut he never returned. 
-It is believed he groped around insido 
until he was overcome by the gases and 
perished. 
It Is reported that a rescue 


pirty numbering forty has been cut off 
bv the caving in of one'of the galleries. 


'Minister of Public Works Guiltier, Min- 
ister of the Interior Dubiefl, and the sec- 
retary of President Falliercs remain on 
the ground endeavoring to comfort the 
distressed families of the miners. Presi- 
dent Falliercs has given .$2,000 to aid in 
relief measures. The ministry will add a 
furthtr sum to this and the chamber of 
deputies will be asked to vote $100,000 
for the purpose of alleviating distress. 


For the time being the mine building 


hns been transformed into 'n mortuary 
chamber and nil about in it lie the ear- 
boni/.ed and almost unrecognizable bod- 
ies of miners taken there as they were 
brought up from the mine. Stricken rel- 
atives arrive nt the mine building from 
time to time searching for mining mem- 
bers of their families and indescribable 
scenes of grief occur as women recognize 
loved ones. 


ONLY HALF IDENTIFIED. 


Heart rending scenes, too, are witness- 


ed about the mouth of pit No, 4. where 
in the presence of 'Ministers Dubief and 
Gauthier, the bands of rescuers are con- 
tinually descending and returning with 
bodies. Tlie women with children in their 
m-ms attempt to break through the cor- 
don of troops which form a line through 
which the body-bearers proceed to the 
morturary chamber. Some times the bur^ 
den" consists of a mere heap of 
burnt 


flosh and in nearly every case the body 
is terribly lacerated. Only one-half of 


the bodies recovered have been identified. 
Despite the danger incurred, the volun- 
teers, who include a Tiumber of those who 
were successful in escaping at the time of 
the explosion, do not hesitate to descend 
the shaft. Some of them have been down 
more than a dozen times. One of them, 
after having brought up fourteen bodies, 
was suffocated on his fifteenth attempt 
and it is feared thnt other 
fatalities 


among the volunteers will follow as the 
air in the mines is still impregnated with 
noxious gases. A number of the men en- 
gaged in rescue work have already been 
brought to the surface unconscious and 
as they were driven to their homes in 
closed carriages the women followed and 
broke the windows, suspecting the bodies 
were being hurried away.

PATRICK IS REPRIEVED. 


ALBANY,

Higgins today issued a further reprieve 
until May IS in the case 'of Albert T. 
Patrick whose sentence of death -for the 
alleged murder of Wm. Marsh Rice the 
governor had already delayed from Jan- 
uary 22 to March 19. The respite is at 
the joint request of District Attorney 
Jerome and the attorneys for Patrick in 
order to allow time'to continue the pro- 
ceedings on the motion for a new trial 
now pending in New York city. 


THREE SEEK PLACE OlT BENCH 


O'Nelll> Timlin and Gracear* After Wis- 


consin Supreme JudeBhlp. 


MILWAUKEE, March 12.—The only 


general election iu the state this spring 
will be for a justice of the supreme court 
to take his scat the first of next Janu- 
ary, .when the supreme bench .will be 
complete as contemplated by the act of 
the legislature, that is to consist of sev- 
en members. 


APPOINTED TO VACANCIES. 


One of the curious things connected 


with the Wisconsin supreme bench ii that 
of the live old justices every one was first 
appointed to fill n vacancy. Chief Jus- 
tice Ciissody led off so many years ago 
thnt the appointment is almost wrapped 
in the mist of tradition. Judge Wins- 
low was appointed by Governor Peck to 


fill out the unexpircd term 
of Judge 


Taylor, who died in ' harness. 
Justice 


Marshall was appointed by 
Governor 


Upham at the death of Judge Orion. Jus- 
tice Dodce "Aas appointed by Governor 
Schofield upon the resignation of Justice 
Pinney. Justice Siebecker was appoint- 
ed by'Governor La Follctte to fill out the 
iinexpired term of Judge Bardeen, who 
died. The only justices elected to the 
bench originally will be the two new ones 
Jud^c Kcrwin and whoever is successful 
at the coining spring election. 


It is worthy of note that every one of 


the justices 
appointed 
was 
promptly 


electcd nt the following election and has 
been regularly re-elected. 


CONTEST IS LIVELY. 


The coming election promises to result 


in H stubborn contest. There were at 
one time five candidates in the field,-all 
nonpartisnn. Of these R. M. Bashford of 
"Madifon nnd Louis Hanitch of Superior 
withdrew because I hey believed the con- 
test was likely to degenerate into an un- 
dignified fight. This leaves in the con- 
test Judge James O'Neill of Neillsville, 
W. H. Timlin of Milwaukee and H. H. 
Grace of Superior. It was rumored at 
one time that Mr. Grace would withdraw, 
but hp declares he will remain in the race 
until the votes arc counted.

Mrs. Thomp 
son has been housekeeper in the Pills 
bury family for a number of year*. 


In all eif.y and educational affairs there 


arc generally two sides to an important 
question.

Princi- 
pals of the public schools and others be- 
lieved that they should be generally con- 
sulted and have a voice when it comes to 
tlie selection of teacher*, but the super- 
intendent was given this authority in tho 
main. Again the teachers of tho schools' 
wont up in arms against 10. per cent of 
their wages being deducted each month;, 
as n protection to the board against re's-' 
ignations being made nnd ^nlk-.of mass 
meetings was in the air, but-have not 
terminated in anything1, as \ct.

lie school systems; the plans in this con- 
nection embody a new' principle in man- 
agement 
and .administration, nnrt 
th« 


unique idea is to change from the primi- 
tive autocratic village •educational''sys- 
tem which now pruviiils throughout the 
country, to ft.modern'form ino're'consist- 
ent with democratic ideals. 


CHANGE IX HUMAN NATURE. 


"No other organization on earth is so 


skittish toward suggestions 
from 
the 


outside as is the board of. education 
Here is :i phenomenon that is entirely 
beyond comprehension. Jinny a man in 
private life is most unobtrusive and un- 
assuming, willing to get light from any 
source, modest .and diffident in speaking 
on educational questions. I'.ut eject this 
self-same man to a board oil-education 
and, in most case?, within a. month an 
angel from heaven would be tumble to 
tench him anything—would 
be 
afraid 


even to try! Or, in private, he 'may be 
a sonorous defender of personal.freedom; 
lr.it once on the board, if he does not im- 
mediately begiu to round up tlie'tenehors 
and treat them like a herd, he is the 
shining exception. It lias come to pass 
in most communities, therefore,' tlint if :i 
teacher were to make a suggestion to a 
school board, he would attract to himself 
unfavorable notice, if not suspicion. If 
he, were to persist in such 
policy, lie 


.vould be 'snubbed,' and probably 'trans- 
ferred' as a warning of even more ser- 
ious things in store. 


DEMORALIZES MENTALITY. 


'Therefore, the thousands of intelli- 


gent young men and 
women teachers 


throughout the country who are in the 
best position to know what ,thc schools 
need have their, lips hermetically sealed. 


And, 
still worse, their mind_s gradually 


close up and cease to work upon educa- 
tional problems in their broad aspects, 
and they develop, or, rather degenerate, 
into sycophants, cowards, nnd 'stupids.' 
The attitude of the 
ordinary school 


board toward its teachers, touching ques- 
tions relating 
to the welfare of the 


schools, will, in time, turn all except the 
most stalwart into intellectual and mor- 
al runts. Such ft policy is hard-bended 
enough: but as a type of business meth- 
od, itTbelongs among the trolobites in the 
fossil-bearing strata of the lower Silur- 


ian. 


EDUCATIONAL COURTESY. 


"In Chicago matters Imvf: gone furth- 


er. A member of the board was recent- 
ly criticised in one of its meetings for 
making use of a communication which ho 
had received .from one of the principals. 
It was hnld to be in some way a viola- 
tion 
of ollicitil courtesy-due 'his col- 


leagues. And it now turns out Unit if 
one of its own members, even, dares to 
work out a plan which he thinks might 
improve the school system, he does, so at 
his. own risk—that is, at the certain risk 
of being met with a howl!'1 


ALL TO HAVK INTEREST, 


The article then goes on to state that 


the gist of 'the new proposed plans for 
the Chicago schools, is this, that every 
member of the school machinery, from 
the superintendent to 
the humblest 


teacher, shall have influence in all school 
matters. In commenting upon the plan, 
the, writer of the'article sii'ys: "To be 
sure, nobody can object to this on theor- 


etical grounds; it is the. practical point 
that really rouses all opposition—it seals 
the doom of bossism in education. In a 
small village system the evils of bossism 
ore minimized because- the intimate re- 
liitionship of. the superintendent and 
board to the achoolroom work, which un- 
der the cricumstisnces is possible, neces- 
sarily encourages^ and admits of more or 
less co-operation.. But in large cities 
the evils arc increased in proportion as 
the superintendent and board are remov- 
ed from the acquaintanceship with the 
common teacher and the children until 
the separation has rendered the situa- 
tion intolerable for teachers." 


In the closing -remarks of the disqui- 


sition, the writer says: "The school 
system must be organized so, that no 
matter who is elected to any one posi- 
tion, or who is defeated; no matter who 
lives or who dies, the interests of the 
children shall remain free from the per- 
ils of those who seek public place in or- 
der to attain personal ends."

WILLING TO RENEW 


THE FORMER AWARD 


Mineworkers Now Face Alternative of 


Strike or Surrender-Mitchell 


Hears News in trim 


Silence. 


NEW YORK, March 12.—The anthra- 


v'L:e operators- have finally refused the 
demands of the United Mineworker*. ^ 


These demands included a recognition 


of the union, the closed shop, an eight 
hour day, higher wages, and a new slid- 
ing scale. 


As a counter proposition the operators 


oilcred to renew for three years 
the 


awards made by the, anthracite 
coal 


strike 'commission three years ago. 


With the issue thus nqunrely joined, 


the mineworkers face the alternative of 
surrender or strike. 


President John Mitchell left for In- 


dianapolis immediately after receiving 
the reply from the operators. He refus- 
ed absolutely to discuss the situation. 


All the miners' representatives ivho 


have been here for the conference return- 
ed 'tor*t'heir homes to discuss the opera- 
tors' reply with the district leaders. 


REASONS FOR REFUSING, 


The demand of the miners thnt the op- 


erators enter into an agreement with the 
.n:ion i< declined on the ground that the 
anthracite operators "stand unalterably 
for tho open shop, and again decline to 
make an agreement, with 
the 
United 


.;newor,kc.rs of America, an organization 


controlled by a rival industry." 


Of the-demand_for an eight hour day, 


the statement says the operators know 
of no change in conditions thnt can be 
used to sustain the renewed demand for 
n. reduction in hours, declare^ that the 
expectation of the strike committee that 
the reduction from ten 
to 
nine hours 


"should not result in any decrease in the 
output of the mines." has not been realiz- 
ed, and adds; 


"We niiaht justly say 'that with the 


experience of til" las-b three years the ten 
hour day slmiil'i he restored: but we arc 
willing to nbide by the decision of the 
commission." Tl:e proposition 
t.hnt 
a 


uniform scale, of wages' be established in 
the-anthrncite ficlrV i.< met hy the opera-' 
tors with the reply that this-would be 
impracticable by ren*on of the varying 
capacities of the workmen and the vary- 
ing" .conditions existing in the region and 
nt the. collieries. 


"We f'nnnot inoivn-e wages without nd- 


vancing-the price of eonl: nnd we nre not 
willing-to advance the price of eoal." is 
the reply to the demand for a general in- 
crense in wages." 


OTHER DEMANDS REFl.'SKD. 


Tlie requestHhat the operators shall 


collect from each employe certain stated 
sums for the support of the mineworkers' 
union is denied on the ground that "as a 
matter of policy we would not make such 
an agreement ns 3-011 request, nnd. as a 
matter of law, we are not permitted to 
make it." 


HOPED FOR ADJUSTMENT. 


In conclusion, the statement says: 
It has'been our hope, and, we trusted, 


the public expectation as well, that the 
effect of the exhaustive investigation and 
findings of the distinguished citizens who 
constituted the nnthraciti. strike commis- 
sion would be to establish a just and per- 
manent adjustment of the relations be- 
tween the operators and their employes. 
We therefore regret your suggestions that 
an entirely new and untried arrangement 
should be made, which is only to last for 
one year. 


"It is not to the interest of'cmployers 


and employes, nor of the public, to have 
the mining business, as' well as the gen- 
eral business1 and comfort of the people, 
seriously disturbed by these yearly con- 
tentions. 


"Neither can stand these 
progressive 


and "tnormoua increases in the cost of the 
production, of anthracite coal, followed 
necessarily by corresponding increases in 
its price. 


It is peculiarly.- fortunate, therefore, 


that existing conditions have all been the 
result of arbitration by third persons, so 
thnt neither party con say it has not hnd 
due consideration. There-can be no doubt 
that the good of all concerned will be 
served best liy adhering to the results 
thus reacheH." 


PRESIDENT IS NEUTRAL, 


WASHINGTON, March 12—President 


Roosevelt, is^t-aking no part in the pend- 
ing legislations-between the jniners and 
"operators to prevent a coal strike. The 
statement was made at the White House 
today tlia.t Prof. Charles.H. Neill, com- 
niis'sioner of- labor. did not confer with 
John. Mitchell, president of the United 


Mine Workers of America, by authority 
oi the president. 


Recently the president wrote an iden- 


tical letter to President Michell and Mr. 
Robbing of the operators urging that a 
further conference be held between the 
operators and miners with a view to 
averting a eoal strike if possible. The 
negotiations which folowed were the re- 
sult of that letter. Since writing the 
letter, however, the president has taken 
no step in the matter and he at present, 
it is stated, ha:i no action in contempla- 
tion. 


NEILL NOT IN EVIDENCE. 


It was expected, that in view of the 


conference between Commissioner Neill 
and President Mitchell, Mr. Neill would 
confer with the president today, but he 
did not appear nt the White House and 
no arrangements at this time, have been 
made for an interview. It was said at 
the White House that if Commissioner 
Neill had a. conference with President 
Mitchell regarding the strike situation, 
he acted entirely on his own initiative. 


-In this connection, it was said, also- 


that the president would deplore greatly 
a strike of the coal miners an dwould do 
all in his power, which he properly might 
do to avert a strike, but that he was do- 
ing nothing at this time. 


MANY CHILDREN WORK 


Proportion in Kenosha Factor- 


ies of Those Between 14 and 


16 Exceeds Racine. 


David Evans, state factory inspector, 


has just finished making an inspection 
of the Racine and Kenosha factories. 
In 


conversation with the gentleman this 
morning he. gave out a number of inter- 
esting figures pertaining to the number 
of men employed in tlie Racine and Ken- 
osha factories, also number of children. 


In Eacinc the total number of men 


emploved in the manufacturing institu- 
tions, omitting stores, laundries and ci- 
gar factories, is 7,055: girls, 1,32S, and 
out of this number there are 2CO be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 16 years. 


In the Kenosha factories there arc 4,- 


257 men: 1,100 girls, and out of this 
number there are employed 516 girls, be- 


I twcen the ages of 14 and 1G. This is cer- 
tainly a remarkable difference consider- 
ing the population of the' two cities. 
There is not a single girl employed in 
Racine factories under 14 years.

In a fight that en- 
sued three deputies, I. L. Giletrap of Kan- 
sas, Otis Tuttle of Vinita and Richard 
Carey of Tahlequah, I. T., were killed 


Thomas Wofford, one of the deputies' 


who escaped, carried the news to Tahle- 
quah today and Marshal Daraugh issued 
orders to rush every deputy marshal in, 
the northern district of the Indian Terri- 
tory to the scene. Details of the fighfi 
have not yet been received. 


GANG HEADED BY WHITES.. 


Marshal Darraugh in addition wired 


the department of justice at Washington 
asking authority to swear in one hundred, 
additional deputies and to off<ir $1,000 
reward for each of the outlaws, dead or- 
alive. He has gone to Kansas and will 
personally direct operations against tha 
outlaws. The outlaws are headed 
by 


Charien. John and Thomas Wickliffe, sons 
of a former justice of the Cherokee's su- 
preme court. The three Wickliffe boya 
began the career of outlaws five years 
ago -when they were concerned in a. stab- 
bing affair at an Indian dance. 


OTHER TWO MAY BE DEAD. 


The six deputy marshals were ambush- 


ed last night while hunting the Wiefcliffes 
for the murder of Deputy Vicr. Tho 
horses of the deputies were shot 
from 


under them, and Deputies Gilestrap, Tut- 
tle and Carey were killed outright. Tlie 
other three sought shelter behind some, 
rocks. One of them. Wofford. was sent' 
back on foot to Tahlequah for reinforce-' 
ments. When he left the others were 
holding the Indians at bay.

J ~Towr.send Russell of Brooklyn, made 
n'speech at the dinner of the Hamilton 
club on Keb.

Assuming 
that the orgnni/iitions were up to their 
normal strength there wore about 400 
soldiers in tho nction beside the naval 
contingent, the strength of which is so 
far unknown. Jt is believed, however, 
that owing to tho sick list and other 


" causes there were probably not 
more 


than four hundred of the military engag- 
ed. The strength of the constabulary is 
also unknown. 


DOUBT AS TO,BATTLE SITE..

to France. 


CARBONIZED BODIES 


BROUGHT TO SURFACE 


Only Half the Bodies Recovered Iden- 


tified-Volunteers Perform Heroic 


Work—Fanatic Crowds at 


the Mine Shafts. 


PARIS, March 12.—All rescue work 


has been suspended at the Coumercs 
pits, where over a thousand miners lost 
their lives on Saturday owing to the dan- 
ger of gases and the emanations from 
decomposing bodies. The engineers fear 
another explosion and therefore they or- 
dered up the relief gangs at 11 o'clock 
this morning. The 
engineers will at- 


tempt to ventilate the chambers before 
attempting further rescues. If the re- 
stilts are satisfactory work will be re- 
sumed tonight, but it is probable that 
no further efforts 
will be made until 


Wednesday, as Tuesday will be devoted 
to funerals. 


The mine companies' latest estimate 


place* the number of victims at 1,060. 


IDENTIFIED THEIR DEAD. 


A serious disorder was threatened to- 


day owing to the persistence of parents 
who wanted to see the dead in hope of 
identifying them. The authorities prom- 
ised to lulmit groups of 25, but the delay 
made the parents impatient and they 
rushed at the doors. A scene of great 
confusion followed, but 
mounted gen- 


darmes 
eventually 
forced 
back 
the 


crowds and order was restored with dif- 
ficulty. When the parents obtained ad- 
mission a sorrowful spectacle was pre- 
sented as in groups of 2.3 they searched 
the blackened bodies. A number'of iden- 
tifications v. ,'rc made and 
the bodies 


were taken home. The houses of the

arc marked with 
rough, 
black 


crosses decorated with simple floral de- 
vices.. 
GREATKST 1ST WORLD'S HISTORY. 


PARIS, March 12.—The worst fears as 


to the enormity of the mine disaster in 
the Coiirriercs district of the Pas-de-Ca- 
lais Saturday morning have been realiz- 
ed. The dctith list numbers 1,100 and the 
whole of the region stands appalled at 
the terrible tragedy, which has brought 
sorrow to 6,000 fathers, mothers, wives 
and children. 


The last great mine disaster in France 


occurred in 1S.S">, when 203 person* were 
killed and 80 injured; but that and all 
other* sink 
into insignificance 
before 


Courrieres. 


The vast mortuary camp is under mil- 


itary guard. 400 soldiers having arrived 
there to us-sist in holding in check the 
crowds of distracted mourners. 
For a 


time hope had been held out to the peo 
pie that tappings on pipes by imprisoned 
men had been heard, but gradually that 
hope vanished and the people demanded 
admission to see the bodies, even threat- 
ening to break through the cordon o( 
troops, who had the greatest difficulty 
in keeping the crowds from the pit. 


RESCUE PARTY CUT OFF? " 


One man named Sylvtitre succeeded in 


entering the mine, b'ut he never returned 
It is believed he groped around inside 
until he was overcome by the gases and 
perished. 
It is reported that a rescue 


p<irty numbering forty has been cut off 
by the caving in of one of the galleries. 


Minister of Public Works Gautier, Min- 


ister of the Interior DubiefT, and the sec- 
retary of President Fallieres remain on 
the ground endeavoring to comfort the 
distressed families of the miners. Presi- 
dent Falliercs has given $2,000 to aid in 
relief measures. The ministry will add a 
furthtr sum to this and the chamber of 
deputies will be asked to vote $100,000 
for the purpose of alleviating distress. 


For the time being the mine building 


has been transformed into a mortuary 
chamber and all about in it lie the car- 
bonized and almost unrecognizable bod- 
ies of miners taken there as they were 
brought lip from the mine. .Stricken rel- 
atives arrive at the mine building from 
time to time searching for missing mem- 
bers of their families and indescribable 
scenes of grief occur as women recognize 
loved ones. 


ONLY HALF IDENTIFIED. 


Heart rending scenes, too, are witness- 


ed about the mouth of pit No. 4, where 
in the presence of Ministers Dubief and 
Gauthier, the bands oE rescuers are con- 
tinually descending and returning with 
bodies. The women with children in their 
arms attempt to break through the cor- 
don of troop* which form a line through 
which the body-bearers proceed to the 
mortnrnry chamber. Some times the bur- 
den consists of a mere heap of 
burnt 


R«sh, and in nearly every case the body 
is terribly lacerated. Only one-half of 


the bodies recovered have been identified. 
Despite the danger incurred, the volun- 
teers, who include a number of those who 
were successful in escaping at the time of 
the explosion, do not hesitate to descend 
the shaft. Some of them have been down 
more than a dozen times. One of them, 
after having brought up fourteen bodies, 
was sxiffocated on his fifteenth attempt 
and it is feared that .other 
fatalities 


among the volunteers will follow as the 
air in the mines is still impregnated with 
noxious gases. A number of the men en- 
gaged in rescue work have already been 
brought to the surface unconscious and 
as they were driven to their homes in 
closed carriages the women followed and 
broke the windows, suspecting the bodies 
were being hurried away.

const. 


.PATRICK IS REPRIEVED. 


ALBANY, 
N. Y., 
March • 12.—Gov. 


Higgins today issued a further reprieve 
until May IS in the case'of Albert T. 
Patrick whose sentence of death for the 
alleged murder of Wm. Marsh Rice the 
governor had already delayed from Jan- 
uary 22 to March 18. The respite is at 
the joint request of District Attorney 
Jerome and the attorneys for Patrick in 
order to allow time'to continue the pro- 
ceedings on the motion for a new trial 
now pending in New York city. 


THREE SEEK PLACE ON BENCH 


O'Neill, Timlin and Grace are After Wis- 


consin Saprem« Jndsrship. 


MILWAUKEE, March 12.—The only 


general election in the state this spring 
will be for a .justice of the supreme court 
to take bis scat the first of next Janu- 
ary, when the supreme bench will be 
complete as contemplated by. the act'of 
the legislature, that is to consist of sev- 
en members. 


APPOINTED TO VACANCIES. 


One of the curious things connected 


with the Wisconsin supreme bench is that 
of the five old justices every one was first 
appointed to fill a vacancy. Chief Jus- 
tice Cassody led off so many years ago 
that the appointment is almost wrapped 
in the mist of tradition. Judge Wins- 
low was appointed by Governor Peck to 
fill out the unexpired term 
of Judge 


Taylor, who died in ' harness. Justice 
Marshal! was appointed by Governor 
Uplmm at the. death of Judge Orton. Jus- 
tice Dodae -,vas appointed by Governor 
Schofield upon the resignation of Justice 
Pinney. Justice Siebecker was alppoint- 
ed by-Governor La Follctte to fill out the 
unexpired term of Judge Bardeen, who 
died. The only justices elected to the 
bench originally will be the two new ones 
Judge Kerwin and whoever is successful 
at the coining spring election. 


It is worthy of note that every one of 


the justices 
appointed was promptly 


elected at the following election and has 
been regularly re-elected. 


CONTEST IS LIVELY. 


The coming election promises to result 


in a stubborn contest. There were at 
one time five candidates in the field, all 
nonpartisan. Of these R. M. Bashford of 
Madison'and Louis Ha.nitch of Superior 
withdrew because they believed the con- 
test was likely to degenerate into an un- 
dignified fight. This leaves in the eon- 
test Judge. James O'Neill of Neillsville, 
W. H. Timlin of Milwaukee and H. H. 
Grace of Superior. It was rumored at 
one time that Mr. Grace would withdraw, 
but he declares he will remain in the race 
until the votes are coxmted.

Many a man in 
ivivate life is most unobtrusive and un- 
assuming, willing to get light from any 
source, modest and diffident in speaking 
on educational questions. But elect this 
self-same man to a board of,-education 
and, in most cases, within a month an 
angel from heaven would he tumble to 
:each him anything—would 
be afraid 


even to try! 
Or, in private,, he may be 


a sonorous defender of personal'.freedom; 
jut once on the board, if he does not im- 
mediately begin to round up therteaehcrs 
a.nd treat them like a herd/ he is the 
shining exception. It. has come'to'pass 
n most communities, therefore,'thfit if a 
;eneher were to make a suggestion to a 
school board, he would attract to himself 
unfavorable notice, if not suspicion. 
.If 


:ie were to persist in such policy, he 
would be 'snubbed,' and probably 'trans- 
ferred' as a warning of even more ser- 
ious things in store. 


DEMORALIZES MENTALITY. 


"Therefore, the thousands of intelli- 


gent young men and 
women teachers 


throughout the country who are in the 
best position to know what .the schools 
need have their, lips hermetically sealed. 
And, still worse, their minds gradually 
close up and cease to work upon educa- 
tional problems in their broad aspects, 
and they develop, or, rather degenerate, 
into sycophants, cowards, and 'stupids.' 
The attitude of the 
ordinary, school 


board toward its teachers, touching ques-

schools, will, in time, turn all except the 
most stalwart into intellectual and mor- 
al runts.

NEW YORK, March 12.—The anthra- 


cite operators have finally refused the 
demands of the United Mineworkers. 


These demands included a recognition 


of the union, the closed shop, an sight 
hour day, higher wages, and a new slid- 
ing scale. 


As a counter proposition the operators 


oilcred to renew for three years 
the 


awards made by the 
anthracite 
coal 


strike commission three years ago. 


With the issue thus squarely joined, 


the mineworkcrs face the alternative of 
surrender or strike. 


President John Mitchell left for In- 


dianapolis immediately after 
receiving 


the reply from the operators. He refus- 
ed absolutely to .discuss the situation. 


All the miners' representatives vjho 


have been here for the conference return- 
ed to^heir homes to discuss the opera- 
tors' reply with the district leaders. 


REASONS FOR REFUSING. 


The demand of the miners that the op- 


orators enter into nn agreement with the 
union is declined on the ground that the 
anthracite operators "stand unalterably 
for the open shop, and again decline to 
make an agreement with 
the United 


Mineworjcers of America, an organization 
controlled by a rival industry." 


Of the demand for an eight hour day, 


the statement says the operators know 
of no change in conditions that can be 
used to sustain the renewed demand for 
a reduction in hours, declares that the 
expectation of the strike committee that 
the reduction from ten to 
nine hours 


"should not result in any decrease in the 
output of the mines." has not been realiz- 
ed, and adds; 


"We might justly say 'that with the 


experience of th? "last three years the ten 
hour day shoulu he restored: hut we are 
willing to abide by the decision of the 
commission." The proposition 
thn't 
n 


uniform scale of wages be established in 
the-anthracite fiel^R i.s met by the opera-' 
tors with the reply that this-would be 
impracticable by reason of the varying 
capacities of the workmen and the vary- 
ing-conditions existing in the region and 
nt the. collieries. 


"We cannot increase wa.ges without ad- 


vancing-the price of coal: and we are not 
willing! to advance the price of coal." is 
the reply to the demand for a jrencral in- 
crease in wages." 


OTHER DEMANDS REFUSED. 


The requestHhat the operators shall 


collect from each employe certain stated 
sums for the support of the mineworkers' 
union is denied on the ground that "as a 
matter of policy we wonld not make such 
an agreement as you request, nnd. as a 
matter oE lawj we are not permitted to 
make it." 


HOPED FOR ADJUSTMENT. 


In-conclusion, the statement says: 
It has been our hope, and, we trusted, 


the public expectation as well, that the 
effect of the exhaustive investigation and 
findings of the distinguished citizens who 
constituted the anthracite strike commis- 
sion would be to establish a just and per- 
manent adjustment of the relations be- 
tween the operators and their employes. 
We therefore 'regret your suggestions that 
nn entirely new nnd untried arrangement 
should be made, which is only to last for 
one year. 


"It is not to the interest of^cmployers 


and employes, nor of the public, to have 
the mining business, as'well as the gen- 
eral business and comfort of the people, 
seriously disturbed by these yearly con- 
tentions. 


"Neither can stand these 
progressive 


and "enormous increases in the cost of the 
production- of anthracite coal, followed 
necessarily by corresponding increases in 
its price. 


It is peculiarly fortunate, therefore, 


that existing conditions have nil been the 
result of arbitration by third persons, so 
that neither party can say it has not hod 
due consideration. There ean be no doubt 
that the good of all concerned will be 
served best by adhering to the results 
thus reachefl." 


PRESIDENT IS NEUTRAL. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—President 


Roosevelt is*tnking no part in the pend- 
ing legislations between the miners and 
operators to prevent n coal strike. The 
statement was made at the White House 
today that Prof. Charles.H. Neill, com- 
missioner oJ labor did not confer with 
John Mitchell, president of the United 


Mine Workers of America, by authority 
of the president. 


Recently the president wrote an iden- 


tical letter to President Michell and Mr. 
Robbing of the operators urging that a 
further conference be held between the 
operators and miners with a view to 
averting a. coal strike if possible. The 
negotiations which folowed were the re- 
sult of that letter. Since writing the 
letter, however, the president has taken 
no step in t!ie matter and he at present, 
it is stated, has no action in contempla- 
tion. 


NEILL NOT IN EVIDENCE. 


It was expected, that in view of th« 


conference between Commissioner Neill 
and President Mitchell, Mr. Neill would 
confer with the president toda3r, but he 
did not appear at the White House and 
no arrangements at this time, have been 
made for an interview. 
It was said at 


the White House that if Commissioner 
Neill had a, conference with President 
JMitchell regarding the strike situation, 
he acted entirely on his own initiative. 


In this connection, it was said, also 


that the president would deplore greatly 
a strike of the coal miners an dwould do 
all in his power, which he properly might 
do to avert a strike, but that he was do- 
ing nothing at this time. 


MANY CHILDREN WORK 


Proportion in Kenosha Factor- 


ies of Those Between 14 and 


16 Exceeds Racine. 


David Evans, state factory inspector, 


has just finished making an inspection 
of the Racine and Kenosha factories. In 
conversation with the gentleman 
this 


morning he gave out a number of inter- 
esting figures pertaining to the number 
of men employed in the Racine and Ken- 
osha factories, also number of children. 


In Baeine the total number of men 


employed in the manufacturing institu- 
tions, omitting stores, laundries and ci- 
gar factories, is 7,055: girls, 1.328, and 
out of this number there are 260 be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 16 years. 


In the Kenosha factories there are 4,- 


257 men: 1,100 girls, and out of this 
number there are employed 510 girls, be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 10. This is cer- 
tainly a remarkable difference consider- 
ing the population of the two cities. 
There is not a single girl employed in 
Sacine factories under 14 years. 


REPORT IS MADE PUBLIC 


That of J. James Dalrymple 


Regarding Municipal Own- 


ership in Chicago.

;; CHICAGO, March. 12.—The long a\yait- 
ed report of the traction expert, James^ 
Dairymple of Glasgow, Scotland, -on. the 
street railway .systems of Chicago was 
iaajle public today. 
1 Mr. Dalrymple visited the city some- 
thing over less thaiLone year ago, at the 
invitation of Mayor Dunne who desired 
his views on the street car system of 
this city in general, and in particular as 
far as it might relate to the municipal 
ownership of the railways. 


When the report was sent. 
Mayor 


Dunne refused to give it out for publica- 
tion, declaring that Mr. Dalrymple was 
his personal guest and the report belong- 
ed to him alone. The report was finally 
seeureAJ»y the city council from Alexan- 
der Walker, deputy town clerk of Glas- 
gow. 


Mr. Dalrymple declares that he had 


been in Chicago for many hours, before 
he realized why the people of Chicago are 
so anxious for a change in the street car 
facilities. The present equipment he 
says, should be relegated to the scrap 
heap and the different systems practical- 
ly rebuilt. 


CITY NOT READY FOR M. 0. 


Mr. Dalrymple declared in his opinion, 


the city of Chicago is not prepared to 
undertake municipal ownership, and ad- 
vices that arrangements be made, if pos- 
sible, with the. companies whose 
fran- 


chises are about to expire. The report 
then continues: 


"Presuming that the companies are un- 


willing to meet the city on anything .like 
reasonable terms, what is the only course 
left open for you? I should s«y. un- 
doubtedly, to start your municipal sys- 
tem on each line as the franchises expire. 


"I should lie very sorry, however, were 


you forced to take .such n step i;.s speak- 
ing generally, from my 
knowledge* of 


what it means to operate a municipal 
street car system that the municipalities 
of the United States arc not yet quite 
ready to undertake this work." 


Mayor Dunne when informedHthat the 


report had been given out. said that he 
would have something to say regarding 
it in twenty-four hours.

Deputy Marshals Ambushed by 


Band of Indian Full Blood 


Outlaws. 


RENEGADE WHITES 


LEADERS OF GANG* 


One Hundred Deputies Dispatched in 


Pursuit—Younger Indians May 


Join Hands With the 


Murderers. 


TINITA, I. T., March 12.—Six Unit** 


States deputy marshals were ambushed 
in Spavinaw Hills, near Kansas, Tndi«i« 
Territory, by a band of Indian full blood 
outlaws last night. In a fight that en- 
sued three deputies, I. L. Gilstrap of Kan- 
sas, Otis Tuttle of Vinita and Richard 
Carey of Tahlequah, I. T., were killed. 


Thomas WofTord, one of the deputies 


who escaped, carried the news to Tahle- 
quah today and Marshal Daraugh issued 
orders to rush every deputy marshal ia' 
the northern district of the Indian Terri- 
tory to the scene. Details of the fighfi 
have not ret been received. 


GANG HEADED BY WHITES. 


Marshal Darrangh in addition wired 


the department of justice at Washington 
asking authority to swear in one hundred 
additional deputies and to off<T $1,000 
reward for each of the outlaws, dead or 
alive. He has gone to Kansas and will 
personally direct operations against tha 
outlaws. The outlaws are headed by 
Charles, John and Thomas Wickliffe, son* 
of a former justice of the Cherokee's su- 
preme court. 
The three Wickliffe boys 


began the career of outlaws five years 
ago when they were concerned in a stub- 
bing affair at an Indian dance. 


OTHER TWO MAY BE DEAD. 


The six deputy marshalls were ambush* 


ed last night while hunting the Wickliffes 
for the murder of Deputy Vier. The 
horses of the deputies were shot 
from 


under them, and Deputies Gilestrap, Tut- 
tle and Carey were killed outright. Tlie 
other three sought shelter behind some 
rocks. One of them. Wofford. was sent 
back on foot to Tahlequah tor reinforce- 
ment?. When he left the others were 
holding the Indians at bay. 


Last March members of the gang kill- 


ed Deputy Vier and escaped- after a. tat- 
tle with a posse, and they are credited 
with having 
committed 
many otter 


crimes.

"' YOUXGER INDIANS AROUSED. ' 


More bloodshed is feared. It is saint 


that many of the younger full blooded 
Indians in the Spavinaw hills are joining 
the Wiekliffes and a second clash seerts 
inevitable when the reinforcements of de- 
puties meet with the outlaws. Several 
famous Indian fighter? are among 
the 


posses. Among them are two brothers ol 
Tuttle, the dead deputy. The Tuttle's be- 
long to a family celebrated for fighting 
in the early days of Indian Territory and 
when the two brothers left for the scene 
today they declared .they would avenge 
the death of their brother.

DEATH OF HERR RICHTER 


Was Radical Leader in Reichs- 


tag and Bismark's Old 


Opponent. 


BERLIN, March 10.—Eugene Richter, 


radical leader in the reichstag since it; 
foundation, Bismark's old opponent, and 
a long time editor 
of the 
Freisinnigc 


Zeituug, died at 4 o'clock this morning. 


Herr Richter, who was enfeebled by an 


illness of two years and who had beeu 
blind for a year, died of heart failure. 
He was the last notable parliamentary- 
journalistic figure of the formative per- 
iod of tliu empire. As the leader of one 
of the free minded or radical parties he 
once numbered Professors Virchow anc 
Mommslrn .aniong 
his lieutenants, but 


owing to the drift of political opinion 
and the growth of socialism tho party 
sank from a million votes and sixty-sev- 
en seats'ill the reichstag 
in 1885, to 


twenty-otic seats. 


It was always a surprise to his admirers 


that Herr Ri.chter's immense talents as 
an 
organizer, parliamentary 
tactician 


popular'agitator, debater and inexorable 
analyst1 of public questions had not rais 
ed him to greater influence in the coun 
try. 
Those who opposed Herr Richter 


said he was a man of chimeras and ne 
gallons, seeking to attain for Germany 
the British responsible ministerial sys 
teiu while attacking every constructive 
measure. He was Prince Bismarck's pas 
sionate opponent. The great chancellor 
felt so sensitively Herr llichter'a attacks 
on him in the reichatag that he wnntet

PRESIDENT DENIES CHARGES 


Rooficvclt Writes a Sharp Note to an Ep's- 


copal Archdeacon* 


NEW YORK. March 10.—Archdeacon 


J. Tcnvnsend Russell of Brooklyn, made 
a speech nt the dinner of the Hamilton 
club on Feb. 19, last, on the subjest ot 
how best to extend the activities of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in Brooklyn. 
In speaking of the great number of peo- 
ple in Brooklyn who are not connected 
with any religious body, the archdeacon 
had something to saj- about Jews. He 
was quoted to this effect: 


"They should be converted by us for 


our own protection. President Roosevelt, 
before he took up the matter of trying 
to ameliorate the condition of the suffer- 
ing Jews in Russia, looked up some sta- 
tistics and found that 82 per cent of the 
prisoners in the penitentiaries for crimes 
against moralitj- were .Tews, and that 
out of seventy-two pickpockets, sixi\ - 
five were Hebrews." 


The archdeacon's remarks, as quoted, 


came to the attention of the president, 
\vho sent a letter to 
the archdeacon, 


which in part isaid: 


"You stated that 'ft is reported' that 


1 have found tVmt 82 per cent of crimi- 
nals against morality and property were 
Jews. I do not know who made any 
such 'report,' but I never made any such 
'investigation and never made any stmh 
statement., I should be obliged if you 
would tell mo who ir.ade any such 're- 
port.' "

WIPED OUT 


Six Hundred Slain Near Jolo, 


Mountain Stronghold 


Being Captured. 


Eighteen of the American Attacking Force Killed 


—Assault Made Upon Lava Cone, Strongly 


Defended and Almost Perpendicu- 


lar Last 400 Feet. 


MANILA, March 0.—An important ac- 


tion between American forces and hos- 
tile Moros has taken place near Jolo. 


Fifteen enlisted men were killed, a com- 
missioned officer was wounded, four en- 
listed men were wounded and it naval 
contingent operating with the military 
sustained 
thirty-two 
casualties. 
The 


Moros lost six hundred men killed. 


CAPTURED LAVA CONE. 


Major General Wood, commander of 


the division of the Philippines, reports as 


follows from Jolo, capital of the Sulu 
islands: 


"A severe action between troops, a 


naval detachment and constabulary and 
hostile Moros has taken place at Mount 
Dajo near Jolo. The engagement open- 
ed during the afternoon of March 6th and 
ended in the morning of March 8th. The 
action involved the capture of Mount 
Dajo. a lava cone two thousand one-hun- 
dred feet high, with a crater at its sum- 
mit and extremely steep.

WORLD'S BIGGEST ATHLETIC FIELD. 


NEW YORK, March 0—Should Mayor 


McClellan and the city authorities ap- 
prove plans prepared by a special com- 
mittee acting for Columbia University, 
and there is no doubt that any reason- 
able concession will be male by the city, 
the university will have, within a few 
years, one of the greatest institutions 


fo rphysical training in the world. 


It is intended to spend more than a 


million dollars in reclaiming land noAV 
washed by the Hudson river, at the foot 
of West 116th street, and build thereon 
a stadium to seat 35,000 persons, with 
athletic fields on either side of the great 
structure and pavilions over the grand 
stand.

turn, 


passes thorn along to the United States- 
district attorneys. 
After the court lias- 


rendered conviction, if the thing gets so 
far, the articles adulterated or misbrand- 
ed, or being of a poisonous and deleteri- 
ous character, are then to be confiscated 
and may be destroyed or may be sold to 
people desirous of consuming the stuff 
officially condemned. Again it is provid- 
ed suspected articles, that is. food prod- 
ucts or drinkables, suspected of being 
adulterated, misbrandecl and so' forth, 
can be seized for undergoing confiscation 
by a process of libel for the condemna- 
tion. 


While all tho details of the bill arc not 


on hand, there is sufficient to .indicate 
tho 
public will still be taking long 


chances upon what they consume and 
drink. Manufacturers and producers can 
easily, through the prolonged processes 
involved, continue the enles of impure or 
adulterated stuff; as there is nothing to 
stop the 'sales. They may temporarily 
lessen the poisonous or adulterated char- 
acter, and after the storm is over, go 
ahead ngnin. The innocent retailer does 
not appear to be protected, and the real 
guilty parties, the original packers and 
bottlers and makers, so far us this bill- 


concerned,'apparently need not be 


particularly concerned. The processes of 
law are so numerous, the opportunities 
such for delays, for retrials and all that 
sort of thing, together with the technical- 
ity features in our courts, that really the

RATE BILL.

Senator Till- 
man is reported as saying in a debate 
that "if nn order of the. commission is 
not to lie observed until .a final judicial 
settlement is reached in the case, it will 
be necessary to reform the courts." He 
therefore holds that orders must, take 
effect at once and remain in effect until 
and unless sot aside. That this would 
result in some cases at least in injustice 
to the carriers, in taking their property 
without due process of law, he totally 
overlooks. His attention should be call- 
ed 
to the Kecord-Herald-Spooner "es- 


crow" amendment—an amendment which 
would protect fully the respective inter- 
ests of both parties and remove nil mo- 
tive for seeking delay and obstructing 
proceedings in court. 


Apparently Messrs. Tillman and Bailey 


do not distinguish between jurisdietional 
review clauses and clauses designed to 
prevent'-actual injustice during the pend- 
ency of appeals.
